YOUR EYES 


Many people do not know the difference between the Optometrist, the Oculist, and the Optician, 
and when they have eye troubles are confused as to which class of these men they should consult. 
Optometry, as now' defined by statutory laws of forty-eight states is “The employment of any 
means other than the use of drugs for measurement cf the powers of vision and the adaptation of 
lenses for the aid thereof.” 


An optometrist is a practitioner of optometry (pronounced op-tom-e-try) and is, literally, an eye- 
mcasurer. 
In bis examination of defective or strained eyes, he first takes note of any unhealthy 
condition, in order that he may recommend treatment outside his specialty, should the patient for 
any reason require such attention. 
He then satisfies hi|nself as to the focal state (seeing quality) 
us ng the skiascope and many other modern instruments and methods. 
The Optometrist next 
proves his findings with the usual test lenses and vision charts and, finally measures the strength 
ot the muscles that rotate the eyeball. 


An optician is one who grinds, fashions, or constructs lenses out of glasses or other transparent 
material. 
He is a maker and sometimes a seller of glasses. 


An oculist is a physician who specializes in eye diseases and the medical treatment of the same. 
Glasses with the oculist is a side-line. 
The oculist performs the eye operations and treats diseased 
conditions. 


These definitions are not given wfith the idea of favoring any one of the three—the Optometrist, 
the Oculist, or the Optician, but merely because we believe the public wants to be informed as to 
the true difference. 
In fact, this question as to the distinction between the three, is one that is 
asked every day.
